Thomson News Service 
The Canadian dollar has been 
gaining ground against the U.S. 
dollar in recent weeks, moving

In the past, conventional wis- 

dom has been that the higher 
our dollar goes, the worse it is 
for our economy. That's be- 
cause it means that our foreign 
customers must pay more to 
buy our exports, and instead of 
paying more they might turn to 
some other country as a sup- 
plier. * 
Today. however, there's an 
almost insatiable demand for. 
our exports, which are largely 
the raw materials that the more 
heavily industrialized countries 
need for their booming produc- 
tion lifes. : 

Canadian exporters won't suf- 
fer, because in most cases they 
can boost their selling prices 
and more than offsct the dol- 
lar's rise. 

Canadian importers—and. of 
course, their Canadian-ciistom- 
ers—stand to gain from the dol- 
lar's strength. It will probably 
bring some slight price relief in 
areas ranging {rom imported 
cars to the things you buy on a 
visit to the nearest U.S. city. 

Don't look for any wide diver- 
gence between the Canadian 
and U.S. dollars, however. 

Because of the degree of eco- 


nomic integration that exists . 


between the two couritries, the 


Canadian dollar remains firmly 
a part of the U.S..dollar bloc— 
along with most Latin Ameri- 
can currencies, the Ja) 

yen and-some other Pacific cur- 
rencies. 

The big question on the inter- ~ 
national monetary scene con- / 
cerns the trend’of the U.S. dol- 
lar bloc in ‘relation to the bloc 
Gominated by the West German 
mark (roughly, the countries of 
the European Community, 
Scandinavia and Switzerland). 

It is agreed that the 
currencies of the U.S. bloc have 
become undervalued in relation 
to the West German bloc, But 
at the moment, the tide is still 
running in support of. the West 
German bloc and against the 
U.S. dollar—quite possibly be- 
cause ofthe uncertain state of 
post-Watergate’U.S. politics. 

Within the U.S. dollar bloc, 
the prospects are that the Cana- 
dian dollar will continue to 
strengthen gradually. 

Giant capital projects, cither 
under way -(the James Bay 
hydro development) or mooted 
(Athabasca oil sands, Mack- 
enzie River pipeline) will force 
us to borrow «heavily abroad, 
thus increasing the demand for 
the Canadian dollar. % 

In the spring of 1972, any Ca-- 
nadian could have taken the op- 
portunity for an effortless capi- 
tal gain of 30 to 40 per cent, 
simply by exchanging whatever 
dollars he had for Swiss francs. 
> Such golden —_ opportunities 
don't, come often. But for any- ,’ 
one who must speculate in cur 
rency, the Canadian dollar

Question: “If I manage to raise some money pretty 
quickly, I can get a good deal on something that has 
been a life-long dream =a sailing sloop. A second mort- 
gage seems to be the best bet but I’m not sure where 
to go for the money or what type of arrangements can 
be made. ‘Are there major differences between types of 
mortgage lenders and the contracts that they offer?’ 


Answer: There are differences in the amount you can 
pay for a second mortgage, depending on how much 
time you take to shop around to compare the total 
cost of borrowing money from various sources. 


Where you may run into problems is in your desire 
to raise the money “‘pretty quickly"’. As a general rule, 
the less time you take to investigate mortgage arrange- 
ments, the less chance-you have of getting a good deal.. 
In fact, there are some people who, under pressure, 
have signed contracts that have resulted in the loss 
of their home. 

Some people hold mortgages that require a large final 
payment —a so-called balloon payment — that has not 
been paid off. Under these circumstances “where 
Tefinancing a mortgage that has come to maturity ‘will 
be necessary, it is wise to start shopping around at 
least a couple of months in advance. Never leave it 
until the last minute. j 


Lenders and Brokers 


The amount that you will have to pay for mortgage 
money also vatics depending on the source of this 
money. Second mortgage funds are available from 
banks, credit unions, trust companies, loan companies 
‘and private lenders. Many of the people who arrange 
second mortgages, however, are really mortgage 
brokers, not lenders. . 

Mortgage brokers are middlemen who get institu- 
tions or private lenders to Jend the money to you, add- 
ing their own brokerage fee as an extra expense. The 
interest rate may be higher, too. 


No Substitute for, Common 
Sense and Arithmetic 


If you are’ contemplating any credit arrangements 
that could be as potentially costly (and perhaps even 
as financially disastrous) as asecond mortgage, there 
is.no substitute for common sense and a tittle 
arithmetic. : ; \ 

Shop around for the mortgage agreement that will ~}- 
cost you the least amount, not just in terms of the 
lowest monthly installment, but the lowest total cost 
over the full period of the contract. 

For instance, a $40,000 mortgage,on which an inter- 
est rate of 109 is being paid, amortized over a term 
of 25 years will cost a total of $107,340 principal and 
interest, or $8 thousand. more than the same mortgage 
ata rate of 9%. ~ 

You'll probably be amazed at how much difference 
a percentage point of interest can make over a period 
of years. . o~ 

Don't iry to save moneys howeyer. by using the ,, 
lender's or broker's lawyer— get a lawyer of your own 
choice who will be thinking of your best interest.

BUYING A HOUSE. SAFELY 


For most people, the purchase of a house {s the. - 
most important financial decision of a lifetime. Yet 
many people make the decision without considering 
fully the extent of their obligation or making a thorough 
investigation before they buy. , : 

If you discover a house for sale which you. would 
like to inspect, visit the real estate broker with whom 
the home is listed. However, if you have a clear idea 
about the kind of home you want, visit a 
he will try to find a property which meets yourneeds. 
Remember that the broker or salesman is usually 
required to act in the best interests of the vendor. 


As you know, the price of property has been rising 
steadily. This. year, the average cost of homes bought 
and sold in the Toronto area was in excess of $40,000. . 

It could 
mean an outlay of approximately $100 a week when 
everything is taken into account, a large enough com- 
mitment to make most people pause and think for a 
minute.

Consider ongoing costs 


Your continuing monthly costs will include principal 
and interest payments on mortgages, insurance pay- 
ments, property taxes and local improvement levies. 
In addition to maintenance costs, don’t forget to con- 

- sider the cost of transportation, to and from work and 
the centres of your family’s activities. 


The piece of paper which commits you to all these 
pemens is an Agreement of Purchase and Sale, usu- 
ally éalled_an Offer. It is a contract through which 
a purchaser agrees to buy a property from a vendor 
who agrees to, sell, according to specified terms and 
conditions. The agreement will give an accurate 
description of the property in question, the proper 
names of the vendor(s), the names of the brokers, the 
price of the property and the terms of payment, and. 
should provide a description of the conditions which 

_ feflect the needs of the purchaser. 


Respect your own signature when you sign an offer, 
which is a legally binding contract. If either of the 
1wo parties involved, the vendor or you, the purchaser, 
fails to meet the conditions of the ment, the other 
party can sue. Remember to obtain a copy of every 
document that you sign, but before signing, see your 
lawyer. ; ce

By JIM WATERS 
Toronto Bureau 
Ot The ‘Intelligencer 
TORONTO  —For every 
policeman . patrolling Ontario, 
there are two private security 
guards with little clear-cut de- 
finition of what their duties 
and authorities are.

Question: We bought our house 25 years ago and have | 
lived in it ever since. Now, we are retiring and because ” 
our children have Jeft home, we find we have more space 
than we need. We want to sell the house; how 

we go about it? 


Answer: You want to get the best possible price for 
your property. The first thing you should do is get 
an appraisal bf the property by.a qualified appraisor. 
Keep in mind that some, but by no means all, real : 
estate agents are qualified appraisors. A formal 
appraisal will tell you what the property is worth on 
the market and what'constitutes a fair asking price, 
Having your house appraised may seem an unneces- 
sary expense but it could prevent you from losing a 
good deal of money by underestimating the value of . 
your house and selling too low. 

Next, decide if you want to sell the property privately 
- on your own — or enlist the help of one or more 
real estate agents.One of the advantages in, selling 
privately is that you save the cost of the agent’s com- 
mission fee, usually five per cent or Six per cent of 
the selling price if through a multiple listing service. 

If you proceed alone, you'll have to consider whether 
you want to sell quickly.to meet a moving deadline 
or whether you can allow weeks or. months for the 
process, 

Selling privately can sometimes take longer than sell- 
ing through an agent and it could mean the cost of 
repeated newspaper advertisements. You may have 
to stay close to home to receive ‘answers to’your ads 
and you must continually be on the lookout for people 
who are not seriously looking for a house to buy. 

Moreover, selling privately may. mean that you are 
not reaching a sufficiently large number of potential 
buyers to facilitate the sale.” : 


There are some advantages in listing your house with 
an agent. For example, you have the benefit of access 
to a large number of buyers. An agent will also screen 

tentig! buyers for you and your house will be 
included in the agent’s general advertising program. 
An agent is registered under. the Real Estate and 
Brokers’ Act under which his responsipilities. are 
spelled out. Agents also go through comprehensive 
training programs and are professional salesmen, 

Your interests are also protected because an ‘agent 
is obliged to make full and frank disclosure to you, 
his client, of all material circumstances that would be 
likely to influence your acceptance of an offer. 

‘When signing an. exclusive listing agreement with 
only one agent, be cautious, a one-month agreement 
of this type is considered reasonable, depending on 
your deadline and the market conditions. 


Whether you use an agent or not, you need legal 
advice. When a prospective buyer has presented you 
with an offer, formally called an Agreement to Purchase , 
and Sell, take it to your lawyer before you sign it. 
Do not sign: it until you are satisfied that the price 
is right and that the contract fulfills the terms and condi- 
tions you are secking. 

Once you sign and accept a buyer's offer, you are

The Ontario Supreme Court 
trial of Richard Blake Boom- 
hower officially came to & 
close yesterday when the 17- 
year-old Belleville youth was 
committed to. the Ontario 
Mental Health Centre at Pene- 
tanguishene, and was sen- 
tenced to seven years in prison 
by Mr. Justice E. L. Haines. 

Convicted last Aug. 15, on 
two counts of discharging a 
firearm with intent to en- 
danger life, Boomhower was 
remanded for sentencé until 
yesterday pending the pre- 


psychiatric examination. 
Boomhower was © arrested 
by Belleville police early in 
the morning of April 29, after 
he was involved in a shooting 
incident with police -at his 
home on Cannifton Road. 
During his trial, Boom- 
hower admitted to firing six 
shots with a .30-.30 rifle at two 
police constables who had 


been called to his home to in-, 


vestigate a domestic incident. 
The police officers, PC 
Gerry Bull and PC Jack 


O'Donnell, had been called to 
fhe Boomhower residence to 
investigate a report that a 
youth there was wielding an 
axe. When they arrived on the 
scene, they found Richard 
sitting on a living 
room couch holding an axe be- 
tween his legs and complain- 
ing of a sore foot.

Arab Lands Insist Israel 
Give Up All 1967 Conquests 


ALGIERS (CP) — The lead- 
érs of the Arab. world closed a 
three-day summit conference 
today with an apparent read- 
iness to negotiate a settlement 
with Israel but a firm demand 
for Israel's surrender of all ter- 
ritories occupied since 1967. 

In a final declaration, the 


leaders said that as long as Is- 
rae] has not evacuated all occu- 
pied territories and restored the 
rights of the Palestinian people, 
“an unstable and explosive situ- 
ation and renewed battles” will 
continue in the Middle East. 

In a backstage compromise. 
the kings and presidents earlier

The “Rule of Law” is a deeply 
ingrained part of our social 
philosphy.

So it is that even when 
unpopular laws are passed, laws, 
for example which send our 
youth into wars, circumvention 
of the law or civil disobedience 
has never been advocated by 
churches and other = self- 
consciously moral = groups. 
“Render unto Cacsar that which 
is Caesar's and unto the Lord 
that which is God's.” 

This states clearly enough the 
position of religious groups in 
a society ruled by temporal 
authority. 

In Belleville recently, we have 
been exposed to the spectacle 
of religious groups and others 
of high moral métivation calmly 


(in ‘some cases almost 
hysterically) — proposing — that 
certain people be prevented

There will be no more 
regionalization of On‘ario’'s 
lecal governments without 
popular consent, Thurlow 
township residents were 
assured last night--by a 
Liberal MPP. 

Reason for slowdow: A 
backlash of problems for the 
provincial government from 
regional areas newly-created 
witdput local approval, 
claimed Jack Riddell. MPP 
Huron at a> Liberal meeting 
in Thurlow township hall at 
Cannifton. 

Ontario Treasurer, John 
White is “fed up to the teeth” 
with “all sorts of problems™ 
created by imposition of 
centralized municipal units in 
parts of the provinces, said 
Mr. Riddell, 

As a. result, further 
regionalization qnust have the 
backing of local taxpayers. 

Failure to conduct proper 
studies before imposing 
regional governments has 
resulted in an “intolerable, 
expensive” municipal system 
in rural areas, he charged. 

Establishment of the bigger 
units has been marked by 
escalating costs. 

Since 1969 the province has 

paid out $90 million in special 
funds to support regional 
governments it already has 
created, said Mr. Riddell. 
» He cited these examples .of 
cost spirals: In Ottawa - Car- 
leton estimated 1973 costs are 
$43-million — up 88 per cent 
since 1969; Niagara. up 85 per 
cent a: $41-million; York, at 
$26-million, up 80° per cent 
since 1970. 

Cost of services — notably 
police — has tripled, even 
quadrupled in some regions, 
he claimed. 

Improved planning could’ be 
achieved for larger areas 
without “meddling” _ with 
local gavernmnt framework, 
said Mr. Riddell. As. an’ ex- 
ample, Hastings County now

They 
added that more victims might 
be found.on the upper floors 
which firemen were unable to 
Teach because of heavy smoke 
and fumes. 

Masatoshi Tsuruta, another. 
survivor, said: 

“I was almost overwhelmed 
by smoke before reaching. a 
window, from which I escaped 
by a ladder. I saw people fall- 
ing down a staircase like an 
avalanche." 

Officials said the blaze broke 
out while repair. work was being 
done on the store’s emergency 
and fire safety equipment. 

Cause of the blaze was not 
immediately known. The store 
opened 20 years ago. 

Some survivors said the fire 
broke out in the bedding section 
of the Taiyo department store. 
which is usually closed -on 
Thursdays but opened today be- 
cause of the heavy [low of holi- 
day shoppers. ‘ 

Smoke and fumes rose from 
the bedding section on the third 
floor to the upper floors. 

Witnesses said that at one 
time about 100 persons were on 
the roof and apparently were 
rescued by helicopters. They 
said others were taken down 
ladders to safety by {remen.

Peace Plea . 
Is First 
From Arabs 


ALGIERS (AP) — For the 
first time in the 25 years of 
Arab-Isracli warfare, a summit 
conference of Arab leaders has 
endorsed the concept of a per- 
manent peace settlement with 
Israel. 

The endorsement at the meet: 
ing that ended here Wednesday 
was tacit rather than explicit, 
and Secretary-General Mah- 
moud Riad of the Arab League 
said no resolutions were passcd 
on the subject. 

But the acceptance of the 
idea of peace—and therefore of 
the permanent existence of Is- 
racl—marked what President 
Houari Boumedienne of Algeria 
called “ta major turning point in 
the history of the Arab peo- 
ples.” 

Ik was a far cry from the 
Arab summit in Khartoum after 
the 1967 six-day war, when the 
Arabs proclaimed their defiance 
in defeaje with the slogan “No 
negotiatigns, no peace and no 
recognition.”* 
~All memory of the Khartoum 
slogan was swept away and the 
word “peace” became respect- 
able among all but the most un- 
conditional extremists.

Say Bean Milk 
New~=Cheese Base ? 


. Would you believe cheddar 
cheese made of soy bean? 

It smacks of the super- 
natural to anyone brought up 
in’ the ° Belleville-Brockvill 
“cheese belt.’ Only good. raw 
milk, from cows grazed on 
eastern Ontario pastures 
makes the superior cheddar 
renowned around the world for 
the last 113 years. 

But soy bean cheese is more 
than a futuristic possibility. It 

~ may soom become a reality, 
if milk production in North 
America continues to declime 
as it has in the last few years. 

Dr.’ Rober. Sellers, from 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, told 
delegates to the 46th annual 
Central Ontario Cheese 
Makers’ Association Wed- 
neday that cheese mado from 
milk may soon become a thing 
of the past. 

Brought to the convention to 
present cheese culture 
techniques, Dr. Sellers leaped 
into a discussion on the decline 
in the number of milk 
producers, a preblem he said 
is a concern in the United 
States as well as in io. 

“We will be short 100 million 
pounds of cheddar in the 
Unied States next year,” he 
said, “and that’s a lot of milk.” 

Carl E. Harrison, president 
ef Darigold Products Ltd.. of 
Oakville, first brought up the 
subject of the the fall off in 
milk production. 

His organization predicts a 
5.5. percent decrease in milk 
production. hex) year, a figure 
that is expected to” cdhtinue 
for several years to come. 
Ontario. produced 75 million 
rounds cf cheddar last year. 
This year the figure is 72 


million pounds, The market 
and the demand is still there, 
he indicated, but the dairy 
farmers aren't. 

The reason for the decline 
in milk - producers is a 
sociological one, Mr. Harrison 
indicated. The dairy farmer is 
tied to his cow, twice a day, 
Seven days of the week. 

Young farmefs today are 
unwilling to attach them- 
selves to the slavery to the cow 
that ‘heir parents took. for 
granted. 

“We have heard that if we 
pay the money. we will get the, 
milk," said Mr. Harrison. “I 
don’t think so.” 

The question of whey 
disposal is a vexing one still 
bothering local farmers. But 
the emphasis has changed 
from whey disposal to whey 
utiliza’ion, Thespig once the 
great whey disposal unit. The 
cheese factory supplier sent 
his milk out in the morning 
and got the whey back in the 
evening to feed his pigs - - the 
great mortgage breakers of an 
earlier era. Since farming 
became specialized instead of 
general, the hog has been 
eliminated. 

Dr. Sellers, the culture 
enthusiast, said whey can be 
turned into a product that can 
replace milk in the bakery 
industry. 

“It can be fortified with 
minerals and. soy bean 
proteins, put rough two 
fermenta fons and become an 
acceptable substitute for milk 
at half the price,’ he said. 

A plant is now under con- 
struction in Wisconsin - - the 
Dairy State ---to — utilize 
whey in this manner,

Two Routes 
For Pipe 
Extension 


OTTAWA (CP) — The inter-. 


provincial crude oil pipeline 
from Alberta could be extended 
to Montreal from either Sarnia, 
Ont., its major eastern ter- 
minus, or from Sault + Ste, 
Marie, Ont., Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald said Thurs- 
day night. 

Interprovincial Pipe Lines 
Ltd., operator of the line, will 
present a “fairly specific pro- 
posal” on one of the extension 
options at a meeting with gov- 
ernment officials today, he told 
the Commons miscellaneous 
committee. He did not specily 
which route will be studied. 


He said the government is - 


considering construction of a 30- 
inch extension to make western 
oil available in the Montreal 
market and reduce eastern re- 
liance on imported oil. 

The pipeline passes through 
Michigan relatively near Sault 
Ste. Mafie on its way to Sarnia. 

However, Sarnia is considered 
the most likely choice for the 
starting point of the new cxten- 
sion.

Marie would be sub- 
stantially higher because of 
Northern Ontario's rugged ter-

Gone are 
the days of scraping knuckles out in the cold 
while changing the plates along with the usual 
string of curses that results. Mrs. Hazel Grills 
shows haw easy it is now. All you do is peel off 
the red sticker and place it on the designated 
spot on the rear plate. The licence stickers for 
vehicle. registration go on sale tomorrow at the 
licence bureau on Front Street.

It’s that time of the year 
again, Time to start thinking 
about getting your licence 
plates for 1974 

Only this year, something 
new is in effect. No longer do 
you have to worry about 
scraped knuckles and frostbi\- 
ten hands as you once did try- 
Ing to change plates. 

All you do is attach to your 
present rear plate a simple 
sticker that shows you have 
paid your registration fee. 

The fees’ remaincd  un- 
changed, For a four - cylinder 
car, the fee is $23, for a six 
+ cylinder, $32 and for an eight- 
cylinder, $40. This year mobile 
homes and station wagons are 
in a differen: . classification, 
passenger motor vehicle fees 
remain the same though. 

“Sncwmobdile . _ registration 
fees are $10 and motorcycle 
fees are $15. 

Also new this year is the in- 
creased rate for those driving 
without insurance. Instead of 
a $25 uninsured fee which had 
been the case in years past, 
you now must pay $40. 

The procedure for acquiring 
your 1974 vehicle registration 
is ‘quite simple. All you do is 
go ‘a the licence bureau office 

“on Front Street. where, upon

you are issued a white sticker 
that you place in the proper 
place on your licence permit. 

The red sticker you art is- 
sued is placed on the proper 
place on your rear licence 
plate only. The sticker is good 
for one year and the licence 
plate issued last year is good 
for five years.

Nutrition Canada 
Report Is Praised 


OTTAWA (CP) — He was 
an American nutritionist from 
Washington and he stood up 
at the end of a news confer- 
ence to praise Canadian in- 
itiative. The federal health 
department, he said,“had pro- 
duced the best study any- 
where of a nation’s nutritional 
health. 

He went on flattering 
Health Minister Mare Lalonde 
and top health officials, who 
sat listening politely. 

_ Finally a restless Mr. La- 
londe signalled the chairman 
to cut this speaker off. How- 
ever worthy the study, enough 
was enough. 

If the $2.5-million report, ta- 
bled in the Commons Nov. 6, 
was the best anywhere, then 
in a sense the American's re- 
marks drove home the lack of 
nutritional values throughout 
.the Western world. ‘ 
~The 184-page report, the 
first volume of a so-called Nu- 
trition Canada study, is in- 
conclusive. It raises more 
questions than it provides an- 
swers and health experts 
don’t know what to make of 
some of its findings. 

It doesn’t shower parents 
with solutions to their chil- 
dren’s snack-and-candy cating 
habits. 

Its-tmain point that we get 
fat living the soft life bas 
been known all along. 

It has no recipes for the na- 
tion’s kitchens. , 

Subsequent volumes may 
provide more compelling 
reading for the consumer, Of- 
ficials say the first volume is 
only the skeleton of what will 
be published during the next 
few years as thore data are 
sorted and compiled. 

The report says more imag 
ination and ingenuity are 
needed to spread knowledge 
of nutrition among the public. 
But the first Volume is mainly 
a cdilection of charts, refer- 
ences and technical data that 
few laymen are likely to 
read. 

The Canadian Council on 
Social Development says as- 
pects of the report are vague, 
while the National Anti-Pov- 

erty Organization says the 
health department copped out 

by not recommending that ce- 
rea] manufacturers stop put- 


ting ‘prizes’ and other come-” 


ons in their cereal boxes. 

No culprits are identified as 
contributing to the iron, pro- 
tein and vitamin deficiencies 
found in some of the survey 
group of 25,000. Contrary to 
expectations the report docs 
not take snack and con- 
venience food makers to ask 
for jow-nurition products. 

The survey just didn't prove 
these foods to be harmful, 
said Mr. Lalonde. He had no 
immediate plans for action 
except to mect with his pro- 
vincial counterparts in a few 
months ‘to discuss the report. 

Nutrition Canada does not 
document any cases of severe 
malnutrition, although a. re- 
cent World Health. Organ- 
ization bulletin says severe 
malnutrition affect? about 10 
million children under five 
years in the world today. An- 
other 90 million suffer moder- 
ate mainutrition. 

The mammoth survey did 
not include a sampling of ex- 
cecdingly poor © Canadians. 
Mr, Lalonde said he was 
pleased that people living 


well nutritionally as their 

richer neighbors, but he ad- 

mitted the destitute could 

have severe nutrition prob-~ 
lems, 

The failare to test the 
health of these people is scen 
as a weakness of the report. 

Mr. Lalonde said the nutri- 
tion problem as a whole is 
complex, The study needed 
more evaluation. The study's 
coordinator, Dr. Z, I. Sabry, 
said some of the most inter- 
esting findings may still be in 
the computer, referring to a 
still incomplete compilation of 
28 million facts. 

Dr. Peter Hahn of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia 
medical faculty said that 
while knowledge of nutrition

Nor is it possible to com- 
pare the health of Canadians 
20 years ago with today, said 
Mr, Lalonde. There had Been 
no earlier studies of Nutrition 
Canada’s magnitude. 

Health experts admitted be- 
fuddlement at three findings 
of the report, They couldn't 
explain why iron deficiency is 
so widespread, why large 
numbers of people show low 
levels of the B vitamin, folic 
acid, and why moderate thy- 
roid gland enlargement is | 
prevalent. Further studies are 
planned, 

Nutrition Canada will be 
publishing subsequent vol- 
umes dealing with each of the 


secrets to which Dr. Sabry re- 
ferred may surface in these 
volumes with a little better 
evidence on what to eat and 
what to avoid. 


Porno Book Stores 
Form Trade Union 


PARIS (Reuter) — The sex- 
book shops of France, de- 
pleted by police raids that 
netted 10,000 cllegedly por- 
nographic books this year, 
have begun to fight back by 
setlingsup a trade union and 
electing a glamorous blonde 
bookseller as its president. 

Jacqueline LeRoy -is a vet- 
eran of 20 years’ experience 
in the trade whose daughter 
Dominique has her own shop 
and publishes a ‘string “of 
lavishly illustrated sex novels. 

Mme. LeRoy’s complaint is 
that “the laws in France are 
ill-suited for the present day; 
our clientele is becoming 
more demanding—they want 
quality.” * 

The French law states that 
pornographic literature can 
be seized "if it outrages pub- 
lic morals," a clause which 
has *prompted the police to 
impound 95 titles this year 
worth an estimated total of 
about 500,000. francs 
($125,000). 

Among those hit was Domi- 
nique LeRoy. whose _ best- 
seller, The’ Men Rapers, the 
tale of two voracious ladies 
on a motorbike, was seized by 
police’ three months after pub- 
lication ~-- 

Mile. ‘LeRoy, who risks a 
30,000-franc fine if convicted, 
said: 
three or four of your books 
then you are finished. You're 
washed up financiall;." ~
